Fog is an ancient mystery. 
In 
seaports it can be seen hanging 
offshore for hours. Then it swoops 
in. Or on a clear day, it suddenly 
form s and blots out the sun. 
Y ears ago Carl Sandburg of C hic­ 
ago, wrote tha t "the fog comes in 
on little c at feet.” 
Leipper, a form er arm y captain 
in the A.A.F. w eather service, be­ 
lieves tha t out of his study m ade in 
the Aleutians, during the tim e that 
A m erican bom bers flew through the 
"soup” of the N orth Pacific to borAb 
the Japanese K urlle bases, he has 
devised a plan to advance the art 
of fog-predicting. 
Taug ht Scho o l 
Dele, who before the w ar was a 
teacher 
in 
Pacific 
Beach 
Junior 
High school, is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Robert 
Leipper of 
LaMesa, 
Calif. The family moved from S a­ 
lem five years ago. 
His m ethod for saying w hether 
a t a definite tim e tonight or to­ 
morrow a fog will occur is now be­ 
ing studied by m eteorologists a t the 
San Diego w eather bureau and by 
arm y and navy forecasters. 
A dozen of them already have re­ 
ported 
back tha t his 
m ethod is 
bringing results. 
It m ay be the k ey to solving the 
fog m ystery so tha t within a re a ­ 
sonably short tim e there m ay be 
m ore definite daily fog prediction. 
W hen 
Leipper 
taught 
school 
before the war, he took no more in­ 
terest In fog or w eather than the 
average young m an who plans a 
w eek -end ex cursion. 
Then one day when he was serv­ 
ing as a private a t a northern C al­ 
ifornia arm y post he received a 
pack age w rapped in a n n . v« v 
r- 
In that new spaper was a story say­ 
ing the arm y 
w anted 
m en who 
could qualify to study meteorology 
and become m eteorological officers. 
Secret Hunted 
He applied for the course, and 
spent 12 m onths in study, including 
hree m onths of specialized study at 
‘he 
Scripps 
Institution. 
In 
the 
course of tim e he found himself 
hunting the secret of fog in Amer- 
'ca's northw est approach, one of the 
world’s foggiest regions. 
"It was pretty im portant," he said. 
‘‘O ur planes would be coming back 
with their gas tank s nearly empty. 
And then 10 m inutes before they 
would land, a field of visibility of 
several miles would close in sud­ 
denly to zero. 
"What, we needed was a k ey to 
predicting tha t fog. T he arm y at 
’ imes needed a forecast 36 hours 
in advance and we had no m ethodi- 
al way of giving it to them . 
We 
set out to find a m ethod. And as 
a result. I think the num ber of 
lives lost because of fog may be 
m aterially decreased.” 
To understand Leipper’s m ethod 
well enough to use it would require 
a course in meteorology. But the 
difficulties and the basic idea of his 
m ethod can be understood by any 
layman. 
M eteorologists already understood 
the theory of fog. They k new that 
If 
m oist 
air 
became 
sufficiently 
’hilled, 
fog was bound 
to form. 
They k new just how cold it had to 
be to nroriuce fog in air of any de­ 
gree of wetness. 
"But that was laboratory science." 
Leipper said. "We didn't have lab-

the sun, the sea, the effect of the 
land, and storm s would combine to

Studied On Shemya Island 
Leipper and his colleagues started 
in by studying local w eather habits j 
on Shemya island, only 25 miles ] 
from Attu. They learned just how 
moist Hie air ordinarily was at any I 
tim e of day or season of the year 
They learned w hat was the nor­ 
mal tem perature of the air at the 
surface of the ground and at 10,000 
feet In the air 
They .studied the 
norm al 
variations, 
both 
for 
the 
hours of the day and the m onths of 
Ute year. And they studied the pe­ 
culiarities of fog form ation for the 
Island by watching the fog. When 
they got through this part of th" 
work, they could draw a norm al fog 
chart. 
But, of course, w eather hardly is 
ever perfectly normal. So then they 
prepared charts to take into con­ 
sideration all of the elem ents of 
w eather which would make any of 
the 
conditions 
depart 
from 
the 
normal. 
They 
prepared 
m aps of ocean 
w ater which showed the tem per­ 
atures of ocean currents 
And they 
studied the 
great 
world 
weather 
m aps issued every six hours which 
indicate the movements of storms. 
Breaking these down, they could 
predict what kinds of winds would 
be blowing at the time the planes 
were due back 
“Finally, with all this inform a­ 
tion, we were able to make a m ental 
picture of the various fog elem ents 
for any tim e in the near future," 
Leipper explained. “Of course, the 
nearer in the future, the sharper 
the picture. 
Elements Considered 
“We dropped 
the 
old 
idea of 
classifying fog by one of the possi­ 
ble principal causes. We found that 
distracted us Instead we considered 
all causes together. T hat way we 
found th at minor elem ents m ight 
offset greater ones.” 
Actually, the way Leipper works, 
all of these different things are re­ 
duced to graph lines and symbols on 
a series of charts. 
These charts are instrum ents for 
quantitatively analyzing fog m akers 
and fog dispersers.
